SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 
For the year ending March Ist, 1878. 
DISTRICT No. 1. 


Cuar tes N. Hearey, Prudential Committee. 

The Summer and Fall terms were taught by Miss Sarah H. 
Porter, of Lynn, Mass. _Miss Porter having previously taught 
this school two terms, lost no time in bringing her classes to the 
score and starting them ia a manner indicative of the reaching 
of the highest point of excellence, during her term of service. 
Geography was taught by map drawing, oral lessons were given 
in grammar. Topics were given in History and Arithmetical | 
instruction appeared to be given in all ways calculated to interest, 
amuse and instruct. The recitations were prompt and given 
with confidence, and in a clear loud voice, with heads erect and 
an eye to business, not to be mistaken. The teacher evidently 
felt that on her efforts and on hers alone, depended the success of 
the school and the present and future welfare of her pupils. 
Both large and small, male and female, appeared to be instilled 
with that energy characteristic of the teacher herself, and which 
she expended and diffused, without regard to tax of time or 
strength. Exacting perfect discipline, she at once had the confi- 
dence of all and a marked improvement in all branches taught 
was the result. The scholars, also, are entitled to special praise 
for good behavicr, both in and out of school and for the careful 
manner with which they treated the school room, by no means 
modern in construction and somewhat worn. Seven scholars 
were neither absent or tardy during the term the average being 
three less than the full number reported. 
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WINTER TERM. 


The Winter term was commenced by Mr. John E. Young, a 
young man of good literary attainments, without experience in 
teaching, not versed in the study of human nature, and without 
that delicate ingenuity necessary to devise means to stimulate, 
control and direct the young idea, ever on the alert to shoot at 
the target of learning and the future. The school room pre- 
sented a somewhat grotesque appearance and little regard was 
shown for study or the presence of the teacher. At the closing 
examination, after a term of nine weeks, there were nine scho- 
lars present. All appeared well. Improvement in Aleebra was 
shown in a class of three ; also in a-class of two, in Colburn’s 
Mental Arithmetic, both active little boys and having made com- 
mendable progress. 

After a vacation of two weeks, the school was recommenced 
by Miss Sarah H. Porter, the former teacher, with thirty-nine 
scholars, and the school, though having sustained quite a shock to 
discipline, system and progress, has partially recovered the 
, same, and is in successful operation at the present time. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 
GrorGce A. WIGGIN, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


The teacher, Miss Alice Maud Swett, having taught twenty- 
eight months in this district, has fully sustained her former repu- 
tation as an active, energetic teacher and good disciplinarian. 
Mutual friendship existed between herself and pupils and she 
left no duty undone or scheme untried by which she might en- 
liven or awaken emulation, thereby inviting thoroughness in 
preparation and promptness in recitation. The teecher was not 
dependent on text books, and by means of topics and ingenious 
devices she awakened a spirit of interest and enterprise seldom, 
if ever, manifested in this school. Each and every branch re- 
ceived its full share of attention. Meading was taught singly 
and in concert ; spelling with accurate pronounciation and enun- 
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ciation and all recitations were conducted in a corcise and ex- 
planatory manner. <A new class of ten, in Algebra, made rapid 
progress. At the closing examination of the year, notwithstand- 
ing acold storm of sleet aad hail, accompanied with a strong 
wind, a goodly number of parents and citizens were present to 
testify to their approbation of both teacher and pupils. These, 
with myself, were pleased and gratified with the varied and 
successful methods of instruction ; with the vocal and instrumen- 
tal music. The gentlemanly and ladylike deportment of the 
scholars, their respect for parents, friends. and visitors was marked 
as also was a just pride in themselves. ‘There were ten scholars 
who neither whispered or communicated, and eleven neither ab- 
sent or tardy during the term. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 
PrupenTiaL Comuirree: Thomas Piper, J. H. Leavitt. 


The school was taught by Jewett Swasey of Exeter, a teacher 
well known to both the residents of the district and the town, he 
having taught this school most of the time for the past two years, 
and having earned a reputation, as will be seen by former re- 
ports, worthy of his services in experience and his equals in ad- 
vantages. Te has ever retained the good will of his pupils, is 
always active, ready with precept and example, and ever succes- 
fulin inviting emulation, neatness, good order and good morals. 

The teacher remarks of the excellent deportment of his 
scholars as worthy of special note, and says : “ througha rather 
large experience and wide observation of schools 1 have known 
none superior and few equal in that respect to this one. The 
children deserve the highest praise for their conduct and I 
heartily appreciate their merits.” Twenty-four scholars were 
neither absent or tardy during the term. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
Avpert A. BarcHELDER, Prudential Committee, 
This school was taught three terms of twenty-nine weeks by 
Miss Emma Blodgett of Kensington who by her firm, quiet and 
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easy method of discipline, secured perfect order ; no whispering, 
moving of lips, feet or other demonstrations of disorder were 
manifest during the several visits of your committee. At the ex- 
amination of the Fall term,. though the portals of the sky 
seemed fully open and the rain was falling in torrents, every 
scholar was present. A fine examination was held in the vari- 
ous school recitations; also in declamations, dialogues, singing, 
&e. All were interested and performed their paits and tasks 
well, Much to my regret, I was not present at the close of the 
Winter term. While wending my way through snow drifts and 
buffeting a storm of wind and sleet, I learned that teacher and 
pupils had fled the tenement of brick and water for a place of 
safety from the elements. 

The teacher remarks that “the school house is nearly unwor- 
thy the name. Instead of being as it should be, the most attrac- 
tive, it is the most forbidding structure in the District ;” .and 
she reports on the ventilation, that there is “more than is neces- 
sary.” Eight scholars were neither absent, tardy or dismissed 
during the term. Good improvement was made. 


REMARKS. 


Our teachers have discharged their duties with great energy, 
care and fidelity. To the securing of good and competent in- 
structors and keeping them, is due the high rank our schools have 
taken the past year. ‘Teachers must not only possess the requi- 
site ilterary attainments, but must have tact, skill and an agreea- 
ble and inductive method of imparting knowledge. The oft quo- 
ted remark “as the teacher, so is the school” has been fully prov- 
en in the Winter term of District, No. 1. 

Great regard to personal neatness has been shown by both 
teachers and scholars. Not an instance has been brought to our 
notice of a lack of tidiness and neatness. Clean hands, well combed 
hair, and faces joyous and cheerful have made glad and sunny 
the interior of our school rooms. ‘The floors also testified that 
the broom was a constant companion and attendant at school. 
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To the parents, also, who have apparently taken greater inter- 
est the past year, feeling that their children were benefitted by 
punctuality and constant attendance and that all should be edu- 
cated for the benefit of all, much credit is due for zeal and efforts 
in the direction indicated. Education is not the work of a day 
which, like a vapor, may vanish away but its lasting effects will 
be shown in pulpit, town, State and nation and even at the fami- 
ly firesides of a posterity, grateful to us for a boon carefully and 
sacredly transmitted.
